London, May 18.—NotwftnstandJng the 


fact that important military movements 
looking to the taking of Pretoria and the 
ending of the war are in progress, Eng- 
land is watching with bated breath the 
outcome of the struggle at Mafeking, a 
place of no military value to the Boers, 
as the situation stand's at present, and 
only Incidentally of military value to the 
British. 
The interest displayed is al- 


most entirely sentimental, and is due 
to the humane feeling aroused by the 
spectacle of this tiny garrison holding 
out for 215 days against a much larger 
force, repulsing numerous general as- 
saults and even as late as last Saturday, 
in spite of the weeks of starvation, de- 
fending itself with such energy that the 
Boer casualties were heavy. 


One thing seems clear. The town still 


holds out. Were it otherwise the Boer 
wires laid to the camp o* the beleaguer- 
ers would have flashed the news. 


Skeleton messages from 
Lourenzj 


Marquez, based upon information that 
leaked o lit at the Pretoria war 
office, 


show that the Boer atormers Saturday 
fell into a trap. Colonel Baden-Powell 
permitted them to sei«e one fort; and he 
then surrounded and overbore them 
before the large forces near at hand 
perceived the strategem. It was thus 
that Sairel Eloft, President Kruger's 
grandson, and part of his commando 
were taken and SO Boers killed. 


General French, scouting northward, 


found the Boers in strong force at 
Khenoster Spruit, 30 miles from Kroon- 
stad. Generals Botha, Delarey and 
Olivier, with artillery. w«rt holding the 
position. 


The Free Staters are surrendering on 


all sides. One of President Steyn's 
brothers, who Is a prisoner of General 
Brabant, says that the lYee Staters will 
accept annexation. Those who took up 
anms the second time, he explains, had 
to do so under threats of instant death 
if they refused. 


Five hundred rifles have been sur- 


rendered at Kroonstad in excess of the 
number of Boers who have taken the 
oath of allegiance. Lord Roberts' has 
directed the British commanders to re- 
ceive aH comers in a good spirit and to 
issue to them passes to go to their farms.

and I may be permitted to make a more 
complete and detailed statement of the 
facts concerning the resignation and 
appointment of Mr. Clark." 
. The senate committee on privileges 
and elections have directed Mr. Chan- 
dler, chairman, to press action on the 
Clark resolution, aa originally reported, 
to a vote. The language of the reso- 
lution of the committee directing Chair- 
man Chandler is as follows:

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SEVEN MEN MURDERED 


Awful Massacre on Board a 


Steamer Off the Coast 


of Denmark 


** Copenhagen. May 18,—There was a 
fearful massacre on board the steamer 


, Prin» Carl at Koplng Wednesday night 
Ibe net result is seven murdered and five 
more shot. Th« man whe did the shoot- 
Ins; escaped, but was captured later. 


According to the telegram from Kop- 


lng, as the steamship Hoping was pass- 
ing the Print) Carl, a man sprang upon 
the deck of the latter vessel and shouted 
"If anyone comes near I will shoot." At 
tha same moment a woman was seen 
banging over the ship's side, shrieking 
tor help. 


The man escaped in a boat. When the 


Prlns Carl was boarded it was found that 
12 men en board had been shot, six of 


, whom, Including the captain, were dead. 


The rest were found iockedimthelr quar- 
ters 
One of the wounded has since 


•Ued. 
The police tracked te Eskilstuna and 


arrested the author of the tragedy. He 
tried to fire a revolver at th« officers, and 
when arrested gave the name of Philip 
NordlunC. 
On being Questioned about 


the murders the prisoner first replied 
that it was a matter for the police them- 
selves to unravel. 


On being further questioned, Nordlund 


dbnfessed his crimes and said he had 
stolen 800 kronen from the captain. 


The wounded say they were playing 


i cards in the smoking room about 11:30 


with passengers, when somebody put 
his head in the room and exclaimed: 
"Look out, there's a massacre on board " 


At the same moment shots were heard. 


All sprang to their feet in order to leave 
the cabin, but they found the door fas- 
tened on the outside. White they were 
trying to force the door, a shot was fired 
through the window and hit one of them, 
a man named Karison, who fell to the 
floor. 


The other three, Sefcneider, Kondltoi 


and Landquist, burst the door. Idnd- 
quist, who was the first to step through, 
received a bullet in his head. Disregard- 
ing th« wound, he ran after the assassin 
to th« steering room. 
The fugitive 


shouted down the speaking tube: "Full 
speed ahead'" 


The engines were already at full speed, 


and the engineer replied: 
"Is that the 


captain?" 
"Receiving the answer, "Certainly; 


drive her to the devil," the engineer put 
tbs engines at full speed astern. Tha 
assassin then ran down to the engine 
room and threatened to shoot the en- 
gineer if he did not obey. The engineer 
barricaded himself in the room. 
At 


that moment the Koplng came along and 
the murderer fled to a boat.

WANT PEACE WITH HONOR 


Boer Envoys Think That Their 


Mission in America Will 


Be Successful 


Hew Yarlt. May M.-Th» Bow <Werat<* 


were received at the city hall yesterday 
by Mayor Van Wyck, and, In accordance 
with the resolution passed by the mu- 
nicipal assembly, officially welcomed to 
the city. 
Accompanied by the reception 


committee and fa. delegation fr»m the 
Bouth African club, the delegates drove 
to the city hall, where they the mu- 
nicipal assembly and the mayo* were 
awaiting them. 


As the delegates reached the city hall 


a large crowd piessed around the car- 
riages and cheered When the dele- 
gates entered the mayor's office Mr. Van 
Rensaelaer, chairman of the reception 
committee, introduced each 'of the dele- 
gates to the mayor, who caid: 


"I am delighted to welcome you to the 


city of New York, and to assure you that 
In America you will receive a cordial 
welcome from the liberty-loving people 
of this country. Never since I have 
been In the mayor's office has a more 
pleasant duty been ddechareed by me 
than this one to •welwme you on behalf 
of a free people. I want to assure you 
that wherever you go you will find a 
welcome furom the people." 


Delegate Fischer said: "This is to us 


an occasion ef pleasure and of pride. 
We believe «*t no people can under- 
stand what it is to struggle for freedom 
except a people which baa gained its 
f reedlom by mioh a struggle. The recep- 
tion that has been given t» us come* 
from all classes of peopJa. We cannot 
think that the mission to eeefc peace for 
cur country—peace with honor—will be 
unsuccessful. We hope we shall obtain 
the objects of our mission, and we are 
encouraged In our hope by the splendid 
reception we are given everywhere. 
This reception by you, Mr. Mayor, is an 
honor which we will remember. The 
small liberty-loving people wiH think 
the better of their big brother. We 
think we wiU come well out of the 
etruggie. We nave been told that 90 
percent of the people of America sym- 
pathize with us. We want to convert 
the other 1% percent by simply telling 
the truth. We hope that a free people 
will not have appealed to a free people 
In vain." 


Alderman Kennedy then read an ad- 


dress, prepared on uehaSf Of th.3 munici- 
pal assembly, welcoming th* delegates. 


Then Delegate Weasels said: "We 


have come to tell the free people of 
America that we mean to win and to re- 
tain our-freedom; if not today, tomor- 
row; if not tomorrow, we will keep on 
fighting for it for the next 100 yeara. 
We did not want to fight; but we had to. 
We do not ask you to fight for us, but we 
ask you to say to England, 'Stop,' and 
we think that if America said the word 
the war would be stopped. We are do- 
ing our own fighting, but you can hardly 
call it a war. It la like a little boy try- 
ing to defend himself when attacked." 


Delegate Wolmarans, who spoke in 


Dutch, gave a history of the Transvaal 
trouble from the beginning. He said- 
"We never sought the waar. It was 
thrust upon u«. We have tried to have 
all our disputes arbitrated. This has 
been refused by Mr. 'Chamberlain and 
Sir Alfred Milnar. We are gratified at 
the way America has subscribed for the 
widows and orphans of the Boera. We 
want to prevent the making of more 
widows and orphans by dum-dum bul- 
lets or otherwise." 


"Before you leave," said Mayor Van 


Wyck, "I want to express to you my 
sincere sorrow at the death of General 
Joubert I ka*w him when he visited 
this country, and he told me all about 
tb-e previous trouble. I hope you will 
convey to bt» widow my deep sorrow. 
Again I wish you Godspeed. May you 
T»e successful In your mission." 


The members of the municipal as- 


sembly who were present were each in- 
troduced to the delegates. Then a 
group of women were introduced, and 
Mr. Fischer said he relied on the women 
of America to help along that sympathy 
for the struggling Boers which was now 
so sorely needed. 


As the ennajrs l/t the city hall they 


were shaken by the hands by persons on 
all sides. The crowd set up a cheer, and 
Mr. Fischer, standing on the steps of 
the city hall, delivered a brief adidress, 
In which he said the people of the Trans- 
Taal and the Orange Free State wero 
struggling for their liberty, and wanted 
the sympathy of the people of America, 


The delegates then were escorted to 


their carriages. It took several minutes 
to extricate the carriages from the 
crowd, which pressed around and shook 
hands with the delegates.

The Proposed Fire Cracker Law 


Mayor Wilkinson Receiving Contribu- 


tions for ReM Fund 


Mayor Wilkinson received this morn- 


ing a communication from the commit- 
tee of One Hundred who started in New 
York city to raise money for the re- 
lief of the sufferers in India from the 
famine. The letter asks that a collec- 
tion be taken in tMs city, as has been 
done in many other places. The mayor 
has therefore announced that subscrip- 
tions for the purpose will be received 
of the Adams national ban!., and 
promptly forwarded to Newi York. 
Small contributions are welcome, since 
a sum not over five cents will keep one 
person from starvation for a day. In 
regard to the extent and nature of the 
famine mucbshaa been printed, but the 
following from an editoriol in the New 
York Tribune will be of interest: 


There can be little need of further 


explanation of the state of affairs. The 
famine, which now presses sorely upon 
many millions, is the result of over- 
population and of adverse conditions 
of weather. By a strange paradox the 
only degree of responsibility that rests 
upon the British Indian government 
proceeds from the beneficence of its 
rule. It is because of the peace and 
prosperity that British rule has brought 
to India that the population has so 
enormously increased as to make fam*- 
ines an almost yearly peril. That gov- 
ernment has done wonders to avert 
peril by the construction of vast irri- 
gation works, adding millions of acres 
to the productive area of the empire 
and much diminishing the evils of 
drouth. But in so extensive and popu- 
lous a land it has been impossible yet 
to do more than a small port of what 
needs to be done. Government relief is 
also being afforded on a scale of splen- 
did liberality. But it is still inadequate 
and, 
more than that, is in a great num- 


ber of cases entirely unavailable on ac- 
oount of the caste prejudices of the In- 
dians, who prefer death to loss of caste 
such as would arise from asking for or 
even accepting alms. 


If house bill 1345 passes the legisla- 


ture and becomes a law under the gov- 
ernor's signature, the small boys of 
Massachusetts will not mention the 
legislators in their prayers for some 
time to come. This bill, which has 
been reported from the committee on 
judiciary, provides that no one shall 
sell or expose for sale any fire crackers 
more than four inches long and three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter; or 
any fire crackers contadningdynamite or 
other high explosive other than gun- 
powder. This tfoes away with all the 
so-called domestic crackers which are 
charged with a composition which is 
probably classed as "high explosive." 


The makers regard the bill if passed 


as a great hardship on them, as it de- 
prives them of a good profit on goods 
sold in this state. Of course, they all 
do a big shipping business to the re- 
maining New England states and in the 
west. In Chinese crackers there are 
seven sizes made bigger than the limit 
allowed by the new bill, and most of 
them are of great popularity. In the 
domestic crackers, all of which are 
prohibited by this bill, there are eight 
sizes all of which have been popular. 
The makers will make no definite fight 
against the bill except to see their 
various representatives concerning It.

TBE 
CAliSE IS ALREADY LOST 


The dispatches from South Africa 


yesterday brought the news of the first 
lodgment of tbe British m Transvaal 
territory. The honor of this belongs 
to General Hunter and not to- any of 
the great leaders of Great Britain's 
forces. The honor of the first lodg- 
ment on Free State son went also to 
the leader of a minor command. 


One of the very remarkable features 


Of the war is that the greatest dam- 
age has been inflicted on the British 
in their own territory- The disasters, 
•with one exception, that of Saunas 
Post, have occurred on British soil. 
In Natal, under the command of Gen- 
ral Buller; in northern Cape Colonv, 
•under the command of General Gat- 
acre; at Magersfonteln, under the 
command of Ix>r<l Methuen have hap- 
pened the heavy British reverses. The 


• prisoners at Pretoria were cantured 
from these generals with slight excep- 
tions and more' graves were dug during 
their early operations than have been 
dug since Lord. Roberts began his re- 
organization of the imperial forces and 
started from Modder Rlv«r on his 
march, to the Transvaal capital. 
Fur- 


ther, it is noteworthy that most of 
the heavy fighting has happened in 
British dominions. In the beginning 
the Boers flooded northern Natal, 
northern Cape Colony and invested 
Kimbertey and Mafeklng to the west. 
British progress has largely consisted 
in dislodging them from the positions 
they assumed in the early dayp of the 
struggle. 


The only operations that can be said 


to be offensive on the part of the Brit- 
ish are vhe operations of Lord Roberts 
In the Orange Free State. But it is 
now certain that from this time on, 
with the Deception of the relieving of 
Mafekln.?, the Boers will continue to 
be on the defensive. The immense Im- 
mediate gains to the Boers by the ad- 
vantage of time and their maximum 
strength against the British minimum 
at the beginning have all pa^seoV awav 
,and now they must meet what the 
world easily foresaw at the opening, 
the gigantic strength of the British 
empire opposed to the resources of the 
two small republics. 
Time, fortune 


and daring aided them wonderfully 
at first, and it Is possible to say that 
only) now the opposing governments 
stand face to face on a scale represents 
ing their relative strength. The slow 
transporting and marshalling of the 
British Teoet, Is over, the undoing1 of 
what the Boera had done previous to 
effective British, organization la over, 
too, and this means that the war is 
about over also, or that the Boers are 
prepared to spill blood about as long 
M a man ot them U-'left. The ines- 
capable is now present; the irresistible 
to Jn front of Krug-er's men. It is now 
only a matter of time, a matter of 
courage and blood. The cauae is «1> 
ready lost.

POLO AT WELLESLEy. 


Coll««e Girl* to Enter a How FieM 


of Sport. 


Is polo to be tbe^jHiuie of the future 


for American colfege^irls? Polo play- 
ed on spirited ponies and with all the 
rules ami byiawa followed at Newport 
and Hamilton? Weliesley college ath- 
letic girls say yea, and Miss Lucile 
Eaton Hill, their athletic director, 
heartily seconds their views. Miss Hill 
intends to form two teams from among 
tbe students and to train them careful- 
ly in scientific polo. 


This scheme Is the outgrowth of the 


new horseback riding class started at 
the college recently, says the New 
York Snn. The beautiful field beyond 
the West wood has been converted in- 
to the riding paddock, but the number 
of applicants to enter tbe class is in- 
creasing so rapidly that It will be nec- 
essary to enlarge tbe paddock and to 
form new classes.

Ings aren't turning out as well as usual 


tat this season. There seems to be an 
impression among old travelers that 
there will be a terrible mob of tourists 
in Europe and that traveling will not 
be pleasant; so they are staying on this 
side. Our regular promenade and up- 
per deck passengers aren't showing up 
as they generally do. I don't suppose 
many steamship men would be frank 
.enough to admit it, bnt I honestly be- 
lieve that most of them are a trifle dis- 
appointed. They've enough to do, In 
all conscience, but they counted upon 
too phenomenal a crowd. 
The man 


.with money to spend win finu little 
trouble in booking for any time except 
'June, and. even for that month be can 
still make comfortable arrangements." 


The officials of several other lines 


practically agreed with this statement, 
and the tourist agencies tell the same 
tale, but with a different tone. This ia 
tbe opportunity of the tourist agency. 
•Never before, so say Cook, Gaze and 
tbe test, have they done one-half the 
business they are doing now. The old 
travelers and tbe wealthy people who 
are staying in America would not pat- 
ronize an agency even if they were 
going abroad, so their defection is of no 
consequence, but tbe big rush of first 
•timers wbo lack self confidence and 
.long to be personally conducted is 
making tbe tourist agencies bustle, and 
the most popular of these firms are 
spreading out into annex offices, crying 
for new clerks and sadly turning away 
'business because transportation ar- 
rangements to agree with all tbe re- 
quirements of the applicants cannot be 
made. 


Tbe cheap tours are practically all 


filled, and yet applications for admis- 
sion to the tours ranging from ?200 to 
$500 are still coming In basketfuls. 
Apparently 95 per cent of the school- 
teachers of the United States are plan- 
ning to see the Paris exposition.' The 
fact that they do not enter into the 
problem until June and July explains 
jwhy the May steamers still have va- 
cant bookings, while tbe cheap state- 
rooms for June and July could be sold 
a hundred times over. In one day re- 
cently one of the tourist agencies book- 
ed 1,700 tourists, and on that same day 
another agency booked 1,800. As this 
rush has been on for months, the vol- 
ume of business done during tbe sea- 
IBOD will be a problem for advanced 


! mathematicians. 


By far tbe largesj proportion of the 


'business bas so far come from the 
south, Alabama and Texas leading the 
field, and the agents comment on this 
fact with considerable astonishment. 
It bas been an established tradition 
with them that the south was their 
worst field, and In 1889 southerners 
•made only an infinitesimal item in the 
exposition crowd, but all that is chang- 
ed. 
Development of manufacturing 


and mining Interests and successful 
cotton crops appear to have altered 
financial conditions, -and a solid south 
is going in for travel. Financial pros- 
perity based on agricultural Issues 
seems also to have stirred the middle 
west to travel. Minnesota, Iowa, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Illinois and Indiana are 
turning out tourists at a rate rivaled 
only in the south. Ohio is even more 
prolific of travelers than of presidents, 
and New Jersey, up to this time, leads 
tbe eastern states hi contributions to 
the tourist ranks. 


The greatest proportion of these pro- 


spective travelers are what in agency 
parlance are known as "champagne 
and winkles" tourists. In plainer Eng- 
lish, they insist upon going over first 
class en one of the best boats and then 
wont to drop to the cheapest kind of 
travel in Europe. Any one who bag 
bought tbe festive winkle in England 
and experimented with it as an article 
of diet will see tbe force of the cham- 
pagne and winkles phrase.

Bade, American manager for Coojjp, 
says, however, that this season Is en- 
ing to mark the beginning of a radical 
change in American sentiment and that 
he has been fairly stunned by indica- 
tions of this change, which he has al- 
ways thought impossible.

present time steamer equipments would 
have been considered a fairy tale. The 
second cabin passage has increased 15 
per cent in price and about BOO per cent 
in comfort, but the principle of the 
thing is what bas •tootz in the Ameri-

One can be 
absolutely confortabte in second cabin, 
so far aa bodily comfort got*, and, 
given a small amount of money, one 
could get Infinitely more out of It in 
Europe than in paying tbe difference 
between first and aecond cabin pas- 
sage. If s exactly aa a southern man 
said here a few days ago. He bought 
a second cabin ticket and then he got 
a good sized roil of circular notes. 
Cieckon I can spend that money more 
Satisfactorily la Paris than on the 
pond,' be said. I've always thought it 
would be a waste of breath to ar^ue 
that way, but this summer is going to 
make a difference, and I'm going to 
plan some second class tours next sea- 
son." 


Tbe steamship lines having the 


largest number of available boats are 
naturally getting the bulk of the tour- 
ist bookings and can afford to cater 
to the cheaper class of patronage. Oth- 
er lines, having fewer sailings and con- 
sequently a smaller proportion of 
cheap accommodation, get less of the 
rush. 
In the "newest steamers the 


cabin accommodations are far in ex- 
cess of the seating capacity of the din- 
ing saloons, and as, save In a few in- 
stances, the lines owning these boats 
have not so far been willing to resort 
to serving $rst and second table meals, 
the boats, though practically full, are 
by no means, crowded. For example, 
one of the large boats, with stateroom 
accommodation for 750 passengers, is 
refusing to book more than 400. 


The German lines, having an un- 


usual number of boats and the ad- 
vantage of Mediterranean service, ore 
reaping the greatest harvest from the 
exposition rush. Or. tbe other hand, 
the Ounarders, though sending out full 
boats, are not equaling their old rec- 
ord, because handicapped by the ab- 
sence of their three boats doing trans- 
port service in the African war. The 
Umbria will come back to them next 
month, but the other two are out of 
service indefinitely. As the boats are 
probably paying better than they 
would in transatlantic service, the com- 
pany is doubtless resting serenely un- 
der the handicap. 


To obtain a good steamer berth on a 


first class boat during June and July 
for less than $100 is perhaps an im- 
possibility today, but Signer priced 
rooms may be had for the asking. One 
of the pursers is telling'a good story 
of Texan nerve. At the time of the 
last sailing of tbe steamer a lank and 
rather woolly Texan turned up at the 
office and wanted a berth.

There is no stage in New York city 01 
probably in the United States on waicfc 
the Passion play could be placed so 04 
to look as it does at Oberammergaa 
Such a stage might be built in Madi- 
son Square Garden. But that is th« 
least difficulty. 
About 600 playeri 


would have to be brought to the United 
States, and it would be a considerable 
expense, but that again is among the 
lesser difficulties. 
The real, Insur- 


mountable one is that tbe villagers ol 
Oberammergau would never under any 
consideration give their play elsewhere 
than at home, nor even there except 
every tenth year. It is not an amuse- 
ment to them. It is the most sacred oi 
religions services, and they would aa 
soon deny their religion as give it foi 
any other purpose. A manager might 
as well try to get the archbishop to cel- 
ebrate moss on his stage. 


Several years ago the people of Ober- 


ammergan refused on offer of $17,600 
for two performances of their play in 
Vienna, only a few miles from home, 
That would seem to make the price ol 
bringing them across the ocean ratnei 
high. In 1892 It was proposed to bring 
them to Chicago'for the World's fair, 
At that time an Influential citizen oi 
Oberammergau wrote to The Tribune a 
most emphatic denial of the possibility 
of any such thing ever happening. 


About. 18 years ago Salmi Morse and 


others projected a Passion play In the 
United States. It was at that time that 
John Stetson, who was Interested in it, 
was anxious to "do the thing in style" 
and to have 100 apostles Instead of 12. 
The play was performed for a short 
time in San Francisco, but was prohib- 
ited in New York, and a large sum was 
lost on It Salmi Morse afterward com- 
mitted suicide.

Felipe Calderon, to act as counsel. The 
whole state of facts will be laid before 
the papal authorities, showing the deri-

PLANS FOR BATTLESHIPS. 


,VeMeI> Will A* tfce Larseat Br«» 


Built For American Navy. 


The navy department at Washington 


recently announced the plans upon 
which the three battleships authorized 
by the last congress will be built 


The ships will be the largest ever 


constructed for the United States navy 
and as powerful as any craft afloat, 
says the New York World. 
Their 


displacement is given as 14,630 tons, 
their length 435 feet breadth 76 feet, 
draft 24 feet and speed 10 knota. The 
endurance of the ships at ten knots is 
to be about 10,000 miles. 


The main battery will be fonr 12 


Inch guns in two turrets, eight 8 inch 
in four turrets and twelve 6 Inch, six 
ranged on each side. The secondary 
batteries will be twelve 3 inch, twelve 
3 pounders, four automatic 1 pounders, 
four single shot 1'pounders, two 3 inch, 
two Catlings and six automatic guns 
of .30 caliber.

Thompson of Ottawa 
In tbe first Canadian contingent An 
officer of the Gordons to writing to the 
paper says: 


"In answer to a paragraph appearing 


In your paper of a past date under the j 
heading of 'Acts of Bravery Perform- 
ed During the War,' allow me to quote 
one which I witnessed at Paardeberg 
on the morning of Cronje's surrender. 
Every on* knows of tbe gallant dis- 
play made by tbe-Royal Canadians on 
that never to be forgotten morning, j 
TOG 


and how as daylight broke they bad j down 
again 'occupied their trenches, leaving 
many kHled t>«>d wounded on the field. 
As the sun came up behind the kopjes, 
revealing once more to Cronje and his 
men the exact position of our trenches, 
they opened a heavy flre upon them, 
and woe to the man who WES Indis- 
creet enough to show his bead and 
shoulders over the earthworks. 


"Between the trenches and Boer po- 


sition lay tbe Canadian dead and dy- 
ing. About 5i30 a. m. a wounded man 
BOO yards away was seen to be trying 
to make for 'our trenches under a 
heavy fire, but was at last observed to 
fall. Now and than, between tbe vol- I mg. 
leys, he was seen to wave bis hands 
as if for assistance. Suddenly, from 
the left of cur trenches, a form was 
seen to climb the earthworks in front 
and, Jumping down, to make straight 
for the place where the wounded man 
lay—about 90 yards from the Boer 
trenches. 
Wtterly regardless of the 


scathing fire which hissed about him, 
he ran on, and at last reached the 
wounded man and tried to lift him, but 
It was too late, for the poor fellow had 
breathed his last. 


"Seeing that It was of no avail, his 


would be rescuer walked back over the 
ground he had covered, and, although 
bullets whistled In every direction, he 
coolly regained the trenches with a 
pie stuck between his teeth. I have 
since learned that his name was 
Thompson, of.ithe Royal Canadians, 
and, although I do not know whether 
his case is one recommended for dis- 
tinction or nof, still I have never seen 
during the campaign a case of such 
coolness and pluck as that displayed 
by Private Thompson. Considering 
the galling fire that swept the distance 
of 400 or 500 yards which he covered 
in hie endeavor to reach the wounded 
man, also his close proximity to the 
Boer trenches, It seems marvelous that 
he ever lived to get within 400 yards 
of him, not to mention getting back 
without even a scratch." 


Mr. A. Q. Hales, whose graphic let- 


ters have often been quoted here, 
writes recently of how the burghers 
took Cronje's surrender, says the Ion- 
don correspondent of the New York 
Bun. 
"On the. very morning," he 


writes, "that General Cronje surren- 
dered I left Bkemfonteln a prisoner 
under escort. I left the capital of the 
Free State at about 6 otdock in the 
morning of 
Majuba day, which, 


strangely enough, proved to be the day 
of Cronje's downfall. All along tbe 
railway line tbe Boers swarmed, and 
•very armed maa seemed strangely 
confident that the day of British rule 
to 8ou43i Africa was over. 'Cronje will 
burst through the circle of steel by 
which be is-Burrounded like a wounded 
lioa,' said one young Boer to me. 'He 
will leap through and make his way in- 
to country that will suit him. And 
there be will turn, and God help Rob- 
erts when Cronje sweeps down upon 
htm!' I, who knew Roberts and the 
men who were with him, smiled, not 
that I for one moment underestimated 
Cronje and his stubborn courage, his 
dauntieBfl daring or his Iron will. I 
bad seen Mm at Magersfontein and 
knew that the Boers had in that stern 
browed old farmer of tbe veldt a lead- 
er capable of great things. But I 
knew also that with Lord Roberts on 
one side of him and that mighty mili- 
tary genius, the man of Ice and iron, 
Lord Kitchener, on tbe other, Cronje 
had a task in front at bfan wbtcb might 
hare appalled the souVof-the^flrst Na- 
poleon himself. 


"Later en, when a prisoner at Burgh- 


ersdorp, when the news came through 
that Cronje bad surrendered In order 
to avoid being out to pieces, the folk 
would not believe It They laughed 
and poked one another In the ribs with 
the thumb, for they would Just as soon 
have believed that the sun could fall 
from tbe heavens and leave the earth 
In darkness as that Cronje, the iron 
willed, tiger hearted Cronje, could 
throw down his arms. Had tbe news 
come that he had made a mad rush at 
onr gnus and perished with all Us 
men around him, they might have be- 
lieved it—believed It and wept, and 
even aa they wept they would have 
•worn to avenge him. Bat they would 
not, they could not, and they did not, 
believe that he, the man in whom they 
had placed their faith, had surrender- 
ed with the thousands of bis men. 


"But at last the trutti became*nown; 


some wAo had escaped from Crooje'a 
laager brought in tbe fateful news, and 
thro tbe stolid looking fighting men 
broke down. They wept like boys. 
Gra&t ragged 'bgartUd men dashed 
their riflM oo tne ground and spumed 
tham with raetr boots, while down 
their PWB nod wind tanned fiacea DM 
tear* pawed readily. <*herfl took tb* 
new* sadly, with chine drooping en 
their obesto, wttb hard set faces, white 
with passionate pain too deep for 
words; they stood leaning upon their 
rifles with kand*«a**grinped until one 
would ttfcfc the tightened nranetes 
would leave tbe impress ef tfcr •train- 
ing fingers upon tbe cold Meet. 


"Others again crowded together and 


looted duatbtjr tMHB fact to face, like 
•fttfle forgathered to the shambles, 


hud stnnned them, $9. theai' 


B idol. 


Corstean was to tbe French soldiery 
aft*r-.tte battle at Attteitt* se Cravje 
was to these rude farum. He wns 
thatr brain center, their raHylng !»*•*. 
Had Paul Kruger betrayed them t/o 
their foes for tbe sake ef British gold 
they would not baye felt the shock 
as they felt this one man's surrender. 
If Cronje bad loved his country half 
as well as his country loved him, he 
would have marched right on to tbe 
point of a British bayonet on that 
morning, BO disastrous to the Boer 
arms, aad have yielded up his life in 
order that toe memory of his name 
might have remained as a watchword 
on the lips and In tbe hearts of bis 
bint yeoman soldiery. When tbe crash 
came, when the Boen knew for a cer- 
tainty that Cronje had yielded, they 
felt that their-Idol was shattered. Thsy 
coald not pot their feelings Into words, 
but to an onlooker those words ad- 
dressed toy the passionate Lord Byron 
to Napoleon,

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WHEELMEN WIN VICTORY 


Bicycle Btggagc Bill is Now a Law of 


too State 


Wheelmen throughout the state will 


rejoice in learning that Govoernor 
Crane has signed the bicycle baggage 
bill, and that it is now a law. The bill 
provides that a bicycle shall be carried 
free, as baggage, on railroads, when 
accompanied by a passenger who pays 
a fare of more than ten cents. It is 
not, however, to be so carried upon 
presentation of a season ticket. The 
bill applies only to railroads of stan- 
dard guage, so that a road like the Wil- 
mington narrow guage is not included 
in the act, and the conditions on that 
road remain unchanged. There is no 
penalty provided for violation of the 
law. 


The governor has also slgtned the bill 


repealing the law that compelled wheel- 
men to carry lanterns in the Boston 
parks. Both of these bills mark a 
greuc victory ror the League of Ameri- 
can Wheelmen, which fought for the 
enactment of a free baggage bill for 
several years, and this year made a 
strong effort to take from the park 
commissioers the right to insist upon 
the carrying of lighted lanterns by 
bicyclists using the park system after 
dark. 


The pen with which the governor 


signed these two bills passes into the 
possession of Arthur K. Peck, president 
of the Wheelmen's Rights and Privi- 
leges association. At a jubilee meet- 
ing which is being arranged to take 
place at the Massachusetts club, the 
pen will be presented to the club and 
framed and hung. It is planned to in- 
vite the members of the legislative com 
mittees which reported the bills, and 
the entire membership of the Wheel- 
men's Rights ond Privileges associa- 
tion, to the jubilee meeting.
